The State of Arkansas, it is true, does need the, best 


I in higher education facilities,'but this is not the time; and' 


Arkansas State is not the place, to' take the step. 


The truth of the 'matter js that Arkansas has-only 


very limited resources for the support of its state-supported 
colleges, and !rhe competition that already exists among 
these autonomous colleges is anything'but healthy. 


.'If Arkansas'-State is'allowed to duplicate the facilities 


that already exist at Fayetteville and elsewhere, and em- 
bark upon a program of continued expansion of its cur- 
ricula, the'money is going to have to come out'of the 
total allotment^ now'made for the support of all seven 
institutions. 


t Arkansas can afford one first-rale university, plus 


a system of good colleges meeting the needs of the under- 
graduates in the various sections of the state. This can 
be achieved'only if the courses and services offered by 
the various institutions-'are tailored to fit a pattern that 
will eliminate duplication and ' inefficiency and derive 
maximum benefits from the limited money available for 
higher education. 
, - 


Much needs to be done to improve the existing slate 


university at Fayetteville. For instance, average faculty 
salaries are relatively low in competition with other uni- 
versities for university-type faculty and for attracting able 
persons into the teaching profession. 


If'university status is granted to Arkansas State at 


Jonesboro at this time, we will face the prospect of: 


1. Spreading the potential students for advanced 


and specialized university work throughout two institu- 
tions, thereby making it less practical to build a high 
quality program at reasonable cost in either institution. 


2. Lowering the standard of university work at a 


i time when Arkansas and the nation need quality' more 


than quantity jn education. . 


3. Raising <the cost of higher education to the tax- 


payer without obtaining comparable results to education. 


4. Making it more difficult to develop additional 


advanced graduate programs related to and even integral 
with existing programs at the University of Arkansas 
because of too few students ot either .place to'' justify 
expansion,
